W ashington, June 17.— Public opin­ 
ion, the sovereign voice in law mak­

This was the view- which Represen­ 
tative Oscar Underw'ood, the Demo­ 
cratic lender in the house, took after 
a conference with President W ilson 
at the W hite House. 
In the face of conflicting expres­ 
sions from prominent Democrats in 
congress it is the avowed purpose of 
the adm inistration to launch a cur­ 
rency bill in the house and senate be­ 
fore Frid ay of this week which will 
be accompanied or followed by the 
president’s message describing what 
he believes to be the necesity for 
banking reform. 
Then, according to Mr. Underwood, 
the plan of the house w ill be to rest 
on Its oars, 
thoroughly 
discuss the 
new banking proposals and await the 
expression of the newspapers of the 
country and the opinion of the bank- j 
ers and business men generally as to 
the m erits of the 
Democratic 
pro­ 
posals. 
Should the discussion of the bill in 
congress be backed up by an insist­ 
ent demand from the country at large 
for an Immediate revision of the cur­ 
rency system it is the belief of the 
adm inistration that congressmen will 
yield their pleas of personal discom­ 
fort in the approaching hot weather. 
The president believes strongly that 
the country w ill back him up in his 
view that the currency system ought 
to be reformed so as to alleviate any 
stringency that might follow the pas­ 
sage of the tariff bill.

Decisions in Missouri, W est Virginia, 
Arkansas and Oregon Cases.
